The. sti “on 
hand is the largest ever held fi ere, 
Wardell, who has been in consul- 
tation with wholesale liquor. dealers, 
says the present situation possesses 
many perplexing problems to “Hoth 
the government’ and: the dealers,

wartime~ prohibition measure,» «the 


il} supply ‘of whiskey may be exported 


between Jaly this year and Janu- 
ary 1920, in. which event the ‘gov-

This amount is a fraction only 
‘of what thé government will lose on 
the..60,000,000 gallons of whiskey 
stored throughout the country, says 
Wardell, who estimates the revenue
